The ZU consista of & to 10 officers and approximately 600 men under 
the command of lafjor Paducha and is also quartered in Prahe-Vrfovice, The ZU 
is an eli*e guerd in every sence of “he word; It consists only of the most 
loyal Coummists and is fully motorised, well-clothed, and vell~orned, 


he Utvar 9600 “os ites own smell air fordée, the headquarters of which are in irague 
at Kine George VI Street 69. The force is urider the direct control of the Vinistry 
of the Interior and has as ite function the observation and reconnaissanes of 
border areas. Units of this alr force ere stationed pt tho airfields at Ruzynd 
(near Prague), Karlovy Vary, Uredec Kralove, Ceskéd Budejovice » and Kietovy, The 
aireraft, mainly Fiesoler ‘térche and HE 109's, are painted red and bear. the 
symbol "BZ", The force's 40 to 50 squadrons (sic) were until recently under the 
command of Colonel Vik, but he has been suspended and his suecersor is not yet 
lmowm.

The moter pool generally consists of six staff cars, two trucks, and 
two busses, all of which are old Wehrmacht vehicles in poor condition. 
An SNB frontier battalion generally controls from four to eight companies. 


4 frontier guard company in generelly commended by a junior officer or a 
first serceant and consists of approximately 150 men, A squad of 9 to 12 
cavalrymen is attached to each company, The motor pool consists of one or 
two staff cars and one truck. 


There are three to four pletcons in each border guard company. ach pletoon, 
which is generally commanded by a sergeant, contains one other non-commlasioned 
officer and 35 men, Cne staff car is allotted to each piatocn. 


The border guard battalions are poorly equipped. Naif the men carry rifles: 
and half carry Russian machine pistols. In additdon, each platoon has two 

or three old Qerman licht machine guns, very company has three 70cm. search= 
lights. The mon are inadequately fed an’ some mits tend their own cattle and 
pigs. In addition to the ordinary food card, supplementary card T4 is Lesued 

te each man, which provides an additional 300 ¢. fat, 700 g. meat, and 3.4 kg. 
bread per month. 


The unite suffer from an acute shortage of officers, since the carcer officers 
were for the most part discharged for political unreliability. Most of the 
organizational positions calling for officers are filled by noncormissioned 
officers, 
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
